WHEREAS: Our confidence is achieved through the devotion of vigilant guardians of building safety
and fire prevention officials represented by the Association of Minnesota Building
Officials, the Fire Marshals Association of Minnesota, and the 10K Lakes Chapter of the
International Code Council; architects; engineers; builders; tradespeople; and laborers
and others in the construction industry who work year-round to ensure the safe
construction of buildings; and

WHEREAS: These guardians develop and implement the highest-quality codes to protect Minnesota
residents in buildings where we live, learn, work, and play; and

WHEREAS: Building Safety Month is sponsored by the International Code Council and International
Code Council Foundation to remind the public about the critical role of Minnesota’s
guardians of public safety, our code officials, who assure us of safe, efficient, and livable
buildings; and

WHEREAS: The theme for Building Safety Month 2013, “Building Safety Month: Code Officials Keep
You Safe,” encourages awareness of the importance of building safety and suggests
appropriate steps everyone can take to ensure the places where we live, learn, work,
worship, and play are safe and sustainable, and recognizes that countless lives have been
